The budget shows expenditures 
of $761,663 against a total of 
available funds of $902,500, 
leaving a surplus of $140,837. 

Of the total available $547,000 is 
from current revenues, down 
from last year’s $589,150. The 
difference is accounted for in less 
money under the arterial highway 
financing program and from a 
drop in engineering fees. 

Special funds, the gas tax and 
traffic safety, show an income of 
$119,000, a slight increase over 
last year.

The Placentia City 
Council denied unanimously 
a tentative tract map 
submitted by Earl 
Kaltenbach for a parcel of 
Apartment zoned property 
at Golden and Valencia at 
its last meeting.

discovered until it was too late

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PLUS Program Offered Students 


Wednesday, May 27, 1070 


The major program 
objectives for the Placentia 
Unified School District’s 
gifted program, known as 
PLUS, is to prepare each of 
the gifted students to enter 
institutions of higher 
learning of their choice in 
v order to continue their 
education and preparation 
and to help each child 
develop a healthy and 
realistic self-concept based 
on recognition of strengths, 
limitations and potential. It 
is to help develop these 
children into intellectually 
and creatively productive 
human beings. 

At the completion of his 
participation in the PLUS 
program, the child should be 
able to demonstrate on a 
standardized achievement 
test that he is reading at 
ninety percent of his reading 
expectancy level and should 
be able to use the problem- 
solving model and 
appropriate problem solving 
procedures to solve a 
problem related to special 
activities provided the 
gifted child. 

He should be able to 
create original and 
worthwhile products based 
on his own interests with 
assistance by resource 
persons and be able to 
identify the role that 
problem solving ability 
plays in effective leadership 
and to use this information 
to assess his own leadership 
skills. He should 
demonstrate knowledge of 
those careers, jobs, 
positions and families of 
occupations he is interested 


in. He will also know the 
projected future of a variety 
of these occupational 
opportunities. 

The focus in the 
enrichment activities in the 
past year has included: 
oceanography, ecology, 
typing, Spanish, shorthand, 
creative writing, drama, 
art, music, film making, 
cartooning (and filming), 
remedial reading, remedial 
math, science, electronics, 
independent research 
projects, crafts, and com¬ 
puters. 

Because of the 
individuality deemed 
necessary to make the 
program succeed, each 
school has implemented a 
program configuration 
which best suits the 
individual needs and 
interests of the mentally 
gifted child. 

The staff members are 
selected according to the 
“Guidelines for Estab¬ 
lishing and Evaluating 
Programs for Mentally 
Gifted Minors.” They were 
selected by the principal 
and the PLUS specialist. 
The minimum qualifications 
were as follows: General or 
standard elementary 
credential; three complete 
years of successful teaching 
experience at the K-6 
elementary level; and 
interest in teaching gifted 
primary level students.
